The confirmation of the good news 
that Charleston had falten, was made the 
occasion of much rejoicing among those.

On the forenoon of the 21st inst. whe 
the welcome news arrived—welcome to 
many, at least—a procession of sleighs 
was formed on the main etrect of the 
city, several of the enthnsiastic occu- 
pants bearing aloft the old banner, the 
teams being gaily decorated with the 
same glorious emblem, and thus provi- 
ded the procession drove along the prin- 
cipal avenues of the Mormon Capital.
